tion. In the matter of round ups strict regu- 
lations iu regard to mavericks should bo en- 
forced. The plan of advertising tlm sale of 
all mavericks to one Individual or corporation 
during the rouod-np season lias boon stroiigly 
commended by the principal cattle men ot 
this and adjoining states and terrltor_ies,_and 
1 believe that a regulation ot this nature 
would meet general approval. Tbe manner 
of settling claims for cattle killed by railroads 
seems to give general satisfaction, and I 
recommend that It be continued. Tbedetec 
tlve system has been on Important safeguard 
to our Interests, and the gentlemen employed

general decides thai postmasters in order to 
be entitled to receive compensation provided 
by the revised statutes for issuing and paying 
monej orders must personally perform the 
services required in the money order business 
in his offlce In tlm sense that If the work is 
not physically executed by bis band it must be 
executed under his immediate supervision by 
a clerk employed by him for that purpose and 
who Is In no way employed by the postofflco 
department Proper or paid 'from postal funds 
as llstlngwshed from money order funds.

They were .written, for the sake of. moriey, 
and it is impossible to say how far the" same 
Hie'icenary motive-' actuated' Ireland la his 
lurgeries..' i)r. .Ingleby, in his "Shakespeare 
fabrications" takes a very rigid view of the 
conduct,, not only of William, but ot old 
Samuel, Ireland. :* Sam, according te Dr. In- 
glcby, was a partner in.. the whole im- 
posture, . and the '.'Confession" was only 
one element In the scheme of 
fraud. 


Old Samuel was the Fagln of a bund 
of young literary Dodgers. He "positively 
trained his 
whole family' to trade In 


forgery," and as for Mr. W.- II. Ireland, be 
was "itie most accomplished liar that ever 
lived,'? which is certainly a distinction In Its 
way. The point of the joke Is that, after the 
Svhole conspiracy, exploded, people were anx- 
ious to buy examples ot the forgeries.- Sir. 
W. 11. Ireland was equal to (he occasion, 
lie actually forged .his own, or (according {to 
Dr. Ingleby) bis father's forgeries, nod bj 
'thus Increasing the supply, -lie deluged the 
market with sham shams, with Imitations, of 
imitations, If this accusation be couect, it 
is impossible not to admire the colossal Im- 
pudence of Mr, W. II. Ireland. Dr. Ingleby, 
In the ardor of his honest Indignation, pur- 
sues William into bis private life, Which, It 
appears, was far from exemplary. Out liter- 
ary criticism should be content with a man's 
work?, his.domestic Ufa Is matter, as Aris- 
totle of tsu says, "for a separate kind of In- 
vestigation." Old Kitson used to say that 
"every literary Impostor deserved hanging as 
much as a common thief." W. II. Ireland's 
merits were never recognized by the law."
